Jan. 27.—.B ootleg!npf 
in gam e has gone ahead hand :n hand 
with bootlegging in iiquor, according 
to Dr. E. W. Nelson, chief of the 
Biological Survey of th** A griculture 
D epartm ent. 
He made that statem ent yesterday 
hefor"* the S na?® Committee on Ag- 
liculture and Forestry in connection 
with the bill introduced by Senator 
Copeland, cf New York, to reduce the 
bag limit on m igratory birds. 
Doctor Nelson told the ct -r.mi?tee 
that “ a regu lar industry" had b u,n 
built up bv game violators sine® tho 
enactm ent of the National Prohibition 
Law. 
H** could not account for the 
coincidence of bootlegging in game 
incr a mg during th e years of prohi­ 
bition unless it was because i f the 
growing disregard for law. 
Th** Copeland bill was opposed by 
Doctor Nelson on the ground th at it 
was unnecessary, in view of the pow- 
< rs conferred upon the Secretary of 
A griculture to 
effect 
conservation 
method- in th** handling of game. It 
would be virtually impossible, he said, 
to prevent hunters from disregarding 
the bag limits unless the biological 
survey hnd a force of game wardens 
as large as the prohibition forces. 
Doctor Nelson took the view that 
the proper approach to th e problem 
was not more federal legislation, hut 
other re st riot if n-, such as the shorten ­ 
ing of the shooting season. 
Measures 
of that sort, he said, have already 
been taken by the D epartm ent of A g ­ 
riculture

Penney ehuin stores, operating throughout the country, in a letter 
to the Manufacturers’ Record, discussing the economic side of pro­ 
hibition and contrasting th* condition in England with those in 
this country, writes the Manufa jturers’ Record as follow s: 


“I returned in August from a trip to Europe, some time of 
which was spent iii London. 
Had I not been a confirmed pro­ 
hibitionist before I went, I think I should have been after studying 
conditions there, many of which awe a result of the drink problem. 


“ ‘Pubs,’ as they are called there, are as numerous—or 
per­ 
haps more so—than our corner saloon before prohibition became 
effective, 
It is not uncommon to see baby carriages parked on 
the outride, while the mothers are inside drinking with the men. 
I have seen women holding a baby with one arm and drinking from 
a mug filled with ale in the other. 
Advertisements read as fol­ 
lows: ‘Woman for washing wanted. 
Ale money and carfare fur­ 
nished.’ 


“Such are conditions as I found thorn in London. 
It is said 
that to adopt prohibition to England means a revolution, so steep­ 
ed in drink are the lower classes. 
Much of the poverty and de­ 
gradation there is the direct result of the drink habit. 


“How any serious-minded Am m eans could favor going back to 
the days of the ‘corner saloon' in this country is beyond my con­ 
ception. 
In the first place, the eighteenth amendment is as much 
a part of the Constitution of the United States a* any of the prev­ 
ious seventeen that have been enacted. 
Therefore, no change can 
be made until the majority of the people of this country favor re­ 
peal; and I, for one, never expect to see that day come. 
From 
another point of view, business is better since prohibition has be­ 
come a law. 


“Recently the president of the J. C. Penney Co., sent out ques­ 
tionable to the managers of our different stores on the prohibi­ 
tion question. 
Of the 695 stores then in operation, 577 declared 
themselves unequivocally in favor of prohibition and as against 
any modification of our prohibition law's. 


“Bankers in the West have told me repeatedly that bank de­ 
posits are much larger since prohibition w'ent into effect. 
Store 
managers claim that men living in mining camps of the West wtio 
formerly drank up their ‘two weeks’ pay,' -or at least a large part 
of it, are now buying shoes and clothing for their families. Certain 
streets in Salt Lake City that were once lined with saloons, and 
on which no decent woman w'as ever seen, are now respcctaible- 
looking streets. 
These locations that once housed saloons are 
now occupied by grocery stores, fruit stores, etc. 
I mention Salt 
I .ake City, for I lived there years ago, before the days of prohibi­ 
tion, and have seen the transformation as a result of the enact­ 
ment of the Volstead law.'* 


“It seems natural and logical, therefore, that from a business 
standpoint, if from no other, I should be* a strong advocate of pro­ 
hibition. 
Fortunately, my father before me was a radical prohi­ 
bitionist; from him, no doubt, I inherited these same tendencies. 


“I admire the stand of the Munuufacturers' Record on the pro- 
hibtion question. 
It is a deplorable fact that there are not more 
of our publications using their influence in enforcing the law as 
is the Manufacturers’ ROCO rd.”
